the Cincinnati Enquirer In explanation 
of the extraordinary circumstances un- 
der which she was brought back to life 
while being measured for ber coffin by 
an Accrington undertaker. 


Mrs. Holdeu was supposed to have 


died at 5 .o'clock on a Monday morning, 
and a few minutes before that TOUT she 
told her husband she felt she was 'go- 
iug. 
While he was temporarily absent 


she got out of bed by a supreme ef- 
fort and actually washed herself iu 
preparation for the last services that 
would have to be rendered her. An af- 
fecting scene occurred when, the bus- 
band returned. She was motionless, 
but asked him in a whisper to kiss her 
and give her love aiid kisses to her 
children, who were sleeping in a gar- 
ret upstairs. 


'•I thought she was dying." said Mr. 


Holden. "Her hands were cold, and I 
could hardly 'feel her heart beating. 
After a time I looked at her agaiu 
and put my hand on her heart and 
pulse without feeling any movement 
Then I thought she Avas dead. 
She 


had tokl me what she bad done to 
save tue trouble, so after washing her 
face and brushiug ber ban.- I put a 
piece of linen round ber head and un- 
der her chin and carried her upstairs, 
where I laid, her ou a mattress and cov- 
ered her with a sheet." 


With the exception of this covering 


and a nightdress the poor woman lay 
in the room six hours in the bitter cold. 
She had been visited by a Dr. Shotton. 


"When Holcleu came to my surgery 


and told me she was dead I was sur- 
prised," said Dr. Sbottou. "I made 
out a certificate that she had died of 
heart disease aud exhaustion. 


"A few minutes- afterward another 


patient said something to me about 
death having probably been accelerated 
by a blow on the head from a stick. I 
then learned that just before Christmas 
a farm near Holden's house was visited 
>y chicken thieves, who were surprised 
by the approach of Mrs. Holden. They 
knocked her down and otherwise ill 
treated her. 
'I at once rang up the registrar of

his series of reverses, the best general 
and foremost strategist of the Russian 
army. He will assume command of 
the First Manchurian army. Sinking 
all feeling of personal bitterness be- 
cause of his succession and all the old- 
time enmity between hiirself and Gen 
eral Linevltch in a patriotic desire to 
be of service to the fatherland, the for 
mer commander'in-clfief volunteered to 
remain in any capacity with the army 
which he had so long commanded The 
tender has been accepted by Emperor 
Nicholas and gratefully received by 
tbe new leader of the grand army. The 
change exactly reverses the old order 
of affairs, when Kuropatkin was the 
supreme leader and Linevitch directed 
•the First army. News of this remark- 
able step was known in Manchuria 
much earlier than'in St. Petersburg. 
General Kuropatkin, having paused on 
his homeward journey at, Harbin, start- 
ed southward the afternoon of March 
20, amidst a most remarkable farewell 
from residents of Harbin and soldiers 
who are on the way to fill out tbe 
ranks of the depleted army. The send- 
off was a mere foretaste of what 
awaits General Kuropatkin at the 
front; and his self-sacrificing determi- 
nation and. equally patriotic course of 
General Linevltch in accepting the ser- 
vices tendered are bound to do won- 
ders for the reinspirktion of the em- 
peror's legions and give promise of 
union and harmony at the council 
table, which that army has hitherto 
lacked. . 


The retreat is apparently progresh- 


ing uneventfully. Little weight is given 
here to dispatches announcing that 
cannonading had been heard south of 
Tie pass and that General Rennen- 
kampffs corps, endeavoring to rejoin 
the main army, had been intercepted 
south of Tie pass.

PRESIDENT GOES 


AFTER THE DOCTOR

The plan 
contemplates the purchase or lease of 
the Hillsboro-Sardinia branch of the 
Norfolk and Western, the extension of 
the line to Columbus and its operation 
in conjunction with the Ohio River and 
Columbus railroad, which is now in op- 
eration between Sardinia and Ripley, 
and being extended to Aberdeen, oppo- 
site Maysville, Ky. The Louisville and 
Nashville is also mentioned in connec

Equitable's New Plan. 
x" Tlew York, March 22.—A plan for the 
gradual admission of the- policy hold- 
ers of the Equitable Life Assurance so- 
ciety of the United States to a share in 
the control of its affairs was adopted 
by the directors of the society. The 
plan provides for an amendment to the 
society's charter, so that 28 of its 52 
directors shall at the expiration of four 
years have been elected by the-policy 
holders, and the remaining 24 by the 
stockholders. Under the new •plans, 
seven of the 13 directors annually 
elected will be chosen by the policy 
holders and six by the stockholders. 
The new method of control will there- 
after become effective after four years.
